Isaiah— His  Pleadings  and  Prophecies. 

Tessa  Willingham  Roddey. 

“And  the  idols  he  shall  utterly  abolish  ” 
('hap.  ii,  vs.  xviii 

In  my  last  article  about  Isaiah  I drew  at 
tention.  particularly  to  the  fifty-third  and 
fifty  fifth  chapter,  because  these  two  chap- 
ters hold  so  many  thoughts  that  are  ever- 
lasting. We  read  them  and  ponder  them, 
anad  apply  them  from  day  to  day,  from 
life  to  life — and  they  just  go  on  forever 
holding  wonders  of  thought — and  we  can’t 
read  them  too  often,  but  I want  to  turn 
now  to  the  first  chapters  of  the  book  of 
Isaiah  and  ask  you  to  read  the  first  six  chap- 
ters. At  first  he  lament*  about  conditions  and 
is  anxious,  then  he  holds  out  God’s  promis  s. 
In  Chap  1.  Vs.  19,  "If  ye  he  willing  and 
obedient  ye  shall  get  the  good  of  the  land,” 
a splendid  promise;  then  in  second  chapter, 
fifth  verse  “O,  house  of  Jacob,  come  ye.  and 
let  us  walk  in  the  light  of  the  Lord" — still 
appealing  to  them — begging  them  to  do 
right  and  so  escape  punishments.  We  sec 
through  all  his  sayings  that  he  loves  the 
people — that  he  earnestly  desires  them  to  be 
good — and  so  he  teaches  against  pride  and 
haughtiness.  In  chapter  two,  verse  11,  he 
says,  “The  lofty  looks  of  man  shall  he  hum- 
bled, and  the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  he 
bowed  down,  and  the  I<ord  alone  shall  he 
exalted  in  that  day" — but  the  promise  he 
made  that  seems  to  me  to  mean  most— not 
only  then — but  now — and  for  the  coming 
years  is  that  with  which  we  begin  this  arti- 
cle, “and  the  idols  He  shall  utterly  abolish.” 
This  holds  out  so  much  hope.  Just  think 
of  the  world  worshipping  God!  Have  we 
any  evidences  that  this  prophecy  is  being 
fulfilled?  I am  sure  we  have — one  strong 
proof  is  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  at  * 
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1’hiladclphia— such  a gathering  could  not 
have  been  ten  years  ago— the  widencs*  of 
the  plans,  the  freedom  of  thought  —the 
largeness  of  conception — this  gathering. of 
notable,  fine  men  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  to  gpeud  just  a short  while  in  an  as- 
semblage of  that  nature  is  prophetic  of  won- 
derful things  -the  power  of  the  Gtfkpel  aa 
prophesied  hy  Isaiah — a*  preached  by  the 
a|>oatles — as  practiced  hy  our  mighty  men 
and  women,  who  have  put  on  the  armour  of 
the  righteousuess  of  Christ,  is  so  potent,  so 
far-reaching,  so  mighty  in  the  fulfillment 
of  the  precious  prophecies  of  the  far  seeing, 
far-thinking  men  of  old,  who  inspired  hy 
the  Divine  Spirit,  walked  and  talked 
witfi  the  !>eople  of  those  days,  sud  begged 
them  in  words  of  holy  writ  to  “come  ye 
and  let  us  walk  in  the  light  of  the  laird, " 
(Isa.  2:5)  and  again  “wash  you — make  you 
dean  -put  away  the  evil  of  your  doing* 
• • • Cease  to  do  evil.  Learn  to  do 

well;  seek  judgment ;relieve  the  oppressed; 
plead  for  the  widow;  come  now  and  let  us 
reason  together,  saith  the  laird;  though 
your  sins  be  as  scarlet  they  shall  he  a* 
white  as  snow,  though  they  he  red  like  crim- 
son, they  Khali  be  as  wool  If  ye  he  willing 
and  obedient  ye  shall  eat  the  good  of  the 
laird.”  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  these 
promises.  We  can  reach  the  fulfillment  if 
we  try.  We  can  he  strong  in  the  Lord  and 
succeed;  we  can  say  with  Paul,  “I  can  do 
all  things  through  Christ,  which  atrrngth- 
euuth  me;"  “and  the  idols  He  shall  utterly 
abolish.’’  Think  of  the  time  whin  no 
image*  of  wood  and  brass  and  stone  w ill  he 
set  up;  when  no  hideous,  grinning  idols  will 
crouch  in  jewel  disked  temples  apd  gold  n 
shrines;  when  no  children  will  be  east  hy 
fanatical  parents  into  the  waters  of  a river 
deemed  holy;  when  no  kneea  shall  bow  and 
no  food  wasted  in  any  form  of  empty  wor- 
ship; when  every  man,  woman  and  child 
from  every  nation  shall  worship  God  O, 
the  pathos  of  the  need  of  and  for  some- 
thing to  worship,  as  shown  hy  a word  of  I 
worshippers  and  the  more  than  tragedy — 
the  tragedy  of  tragedies  of  misdirected  wor 
ship — of  folse  worship — of  fictitious  wor- 
ship; of  artificial  wrorship;  of  sacrificial  wor-  [ 
ship;  of  empty  worship.  We  realize  with 
sorrow  and  pity  the  truth  that  the  heathen 
do  not  worship  the  made  images  alone— but 
worship  them  and  make  them  as  tangible 
representatives  of  a spirit  somewhere.  They** 
do  not  understand  this  grrat  spirit,  but  they 
worship  it  dimly  and  darkly — they  make 
these  images  that  they  may  see  something 
to  orshwip;  have  something  real  to  how  to. 
hut  all  the  time  they  know  that  this  image 
is  inaminate — hut  they  worship  it  as  rep  I 
resenting  something  animate- something 
that  feels  and  think*  and  watch's  over  and 
cares  for  them,  or  furnishes  them  as  they 
deserve,  and  the  difference  between  their 
worship  of  their  spirit  and  our  worship  of 
our  Gi>d,  is  that  they  deck  their  temples 
with  stones  of  beauty  and  high  price  and 
deck  the  image*  with  costly  priceless  jew 
els,  and  bum  incense  to  them,  not  to  gain 
their  love  hut  to  appease  their  wrath — to 


satisfy  their  vanity.  They  attribute  to  theae 
spirits  all  the  i|uahtic8  of  human  nature, 
j eenvy,  appetite,  pride,  vanity,  anger,  jeal 
I ouay,  love  of  power,  etc  , and  work  to  grati- 
i fy  all  these:  they  deck  with  jewels  to  sstisfy 
■ the  \suity,  carry  food  to  satisfy  their  ap- 
petites, etc.,  and  vie  with  each  o;her  in  the 
beauty  of  design  and  splendor  of  arrange- 
ment of  the  temples  or  shrines  for  the 
images  of  the  npirita  We  otfer  tribute  to 
our  Great  Spirit  hy  giving  kindn>-*s  and 
love  and  help  to  the  people  who  need  it 
O.  the  beauty  of  the  un-eclfiahnesa  of  the 
Chriatian  religion!  One  Great  Spirit  of 
Love  wants  no  jewels,  no  fine  raiment,  no 
I coatly  temples  of  worship  lie  does  want 
the  poor  ami  the  needy  helped  and  fed  and 
clothed’.  He  wants  the  sick  visited  and 
cheered  and  ministered  unto.  He  wants  us 
I to  worship  him  hy  a spirit  of  love  and  help- 
f illness  being  develo|>ed  towards  each  other. 

O,  the  beauty  of  the  love  and  unselfish- 
ness of  the  Chriaiian's  religion,  that  wanta 
no  costly  temple  to  worship,  while  there  are 
jwior  and  sick  to  he  hel|ted,  that  want 
no  fine  raiment  while  weaker  brothers  need 
food,  that  want  no  costly  jewels  and  organa 
and  carpets  and  pulpits  while  there  ara 
weaker  ones  to  lie  lifted  up  and  given  a 
new  courage  and  a new  hope  The  heathen 
God  partake*  of  all  the  attribute*  of  human 
nature  and  each  one  must  he  appealed  to 
and  aatisfird  hy  the  worshippers.

Now  we 
I elieve  that  he  a use  God  calls  a man  into 
His  ministry  is  no  teason  at  all  that  He  will 
keep  him  there.  11c  opens  the  tield.  the 
minister  must  till  it.  We  beljeve  that  the 
present  state: of  restlessness  that  is  pervad- 
ing our  ministry  is  caused  by  none  of  the# 
above  reasons  nor  by  their  own  incompe- 
tence half  so  much  as  by  the  incomp.den- 
v of  the  people  themselves.  Preachers  are 
made  of  tin-  same  sort  of  stuff  that  other 
men  are  made  of,  and  it  takes  just  as  much 
food  aand  raiment  to  supply  them  ns  it 
does  other  people.  We  have  known  families 
out  of  which  came  the  preacher,  doctor, 
lawyer,  and  business  man,  and  while  the 
preacher  was  the  most  talented  man  in  the 
Lrnuip  of  brothers,  the  others  grew  wealthy 
while  he  remained  always  poor,  simply  he 
cause  the  people  to  whom  he  miiiister  d 
were  incompetent.  Now  the  incompeteney 
of  the  people  is  due  more  to  ignorance  of 
duty  than  to  unwillingness  to  do  it.  The 
retnetfv,  then,  preacher,  is  in  you  “The 
priest’s  lips  should  keep  knowledge  and 
they  should  seek  the  law  at  his  mouth:  for 
he  is  the  messenger  of  the  Lord  of  hosts.” 
'This  scripture  suggests  at  ott'v  the  all  i’ti 
portanee  of  full  preparation  for  life’s  work. 

And  the  lack  of  preparation  does  often 
times  enter  into  the  causes  for  making 
i changes.  The  whole  economy  of  life  is 
pitched  on  a commercial  !>a.sis  and  the  work 
of  the  ministry  in  a way  is  no  exc  ption  lo 
the  rule.  Men  ore  willing  to  pay  only  for 
• nine  received.  For  a minister  to  under- 
take to  go  through  on  enthusiasm  is. a mis- 
take which  he  may  too  late  realize.  In  Miis 
day  of,  periodicals  and  hooks  together  with 
advantages  of  lectures  of  every  kind  men 
are  not  willing  to  sit  for  an  hour  under  the 
sound  of  a man’s  voice  from  which  he  is 
getting  nothing,  to  say  nothing  of  his  un- 
willingness to  pay  for  such  rubbish.  We 
trust  that  the  young  men  now  in  Mississippi 
College  preparing  for  the  ministry  will  take 
warning  and  will  let  nothing  interfere  with 
their  very  best  preparation  for  the  exalted 
work  to  which  they  have  hern  called.

Teach  Doctrine. 

Is  it  true  that  even  some  Baptists  jiun 
to  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God!  The 
dose  student  of  the  Word  cannot  hut  oh 
serve  the  neglect  of  the  second  par)  of 
t hrist's  c«  iniii  ssion : w hich,  after  baptism, 
says,  “teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  1 have  commanded"-  not  Moses 
and  the  prophets;  for  He  further  s4v* : 
“The  law  and  the  prophets  were  ignil 
John.”  It  is  a new  dispensation,  for  the 
gospel  is  no  longer  to  be  preached  to  the 
Jews  alone,  but:  ‘‘Go,  teach  all  nations," 
which  includes  doctrines,  of  course,  in  tin 
"all  things." 

Too  many  people  fail  to  study  G0>1  s 
Word  except  for  portions  that  seem  to  bol- 
ster up  their  preconceived  opinions  or  prej- 
udices They  do  not  go  to  the  Book  <’nr 
tluir  doctrines— the  New  Testament.  As 
long  as  this  stste  of  things  continues,  there 
can  he  no  unity,  and  so  of  slow  progress. 
There  is  no  authority  for  leaving  out  doc- 
trine in  our  teaching;  indeed  the  Apostle 
Paul  presses  the  matter  in  his  letters  to 
Timothy,  Hence,  “sound  doctrine”  js  to 
lie  taught  to  the  young  as  well  as  to  the 
old;  in  the  Sunday  School  as  well  as  in  the 
church  services  and  in  the  family. 

Family  worship  is  what  the  world  calls 
a “hack  number;”  has  been  suspected  by 
love  of  money,  which  rules  not  only  busi- 
ness, hut  the  home.  Commercialism  cl|a|ms 
time,  thought  and  life.  We  hid  fair  sUon 
to  have  no  homes,  and  then  will  follow  the 
nation.  Children  untaught  ami  untrained 
will  grow  up  like  unto  their  environment, 
and  we  will  he  to  blame.  Christians  can- 
not shirk  their  responsibility.  Chuirlea 
without  Bible  schools  will  soon  hnve  jhpir 
“candle-stick  removed.” 

A church  without  sound  doctrine  can  njv- 
er  fulfill  its  mission,  slid  a family  negl  ctihg 
proper  religious  training  leaves  its  member* 
a prey  to  the  wiles  of  the  world.  In  tea'jh- 
ing  doctrine  it  is  always  best  to  retnendjor 
the  words,  “the  truth  in  love.”  Nothihg 
is  more  strengthening  to  the  active  Chris 
tian  faith.  The  church,  and  Sunday  School 
especially,  should  teach  doctrine;  our  Rom^n 
Catholic  friends  know  the  power  and  henbe 
instill  into  the  minds  of  the  youngest  chil- 
dren their  own  peculiar  views  without  rof- 
i-renee  to  the  Bible. 

Baptists  are  called  “narrow”  and  “sel|f. 
ish”  because  they  insist  upon  strict  obed- 
ience to  God’s  Word,  and  recognize  no  o«!*i- 
promises  or  outside  human  authority, 
lienee,  while  they  may  eo-operate  on  cert»%i

formance of  Christian  worship  may  he  —

icies  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

In  1907  the  head  of  the  Homan  Catholic 
(ftiulx-h,  Pope  Pius  X.  openly  attacked 
science.  In  an  encyclical  letter  against 
modernism,  he  attempted  to  carry  the  world 
thick  to  the  time  when  there  was  a conflict 
between  theology  and  science  and  to  banish 
Niu-h  portions  of  science  as  do  not  conform  to 
Roman  Catholic  theology.  In  this  letter, 
he  says; 

| “Finally.  We  entrust  to  the  Councils  of 
Vigilance  the  duty  of  overlooking  assidious- 
lv  and  diligently  social  institutions  as  well 
as  writings  on  social  ({uestions  so  that  they 
diay  harbor  no  traee  of  modernism  hut  obey 
the  .prescriptions  of  a Homan  Pontiff. 

; “Jt  is  our  intention  to  establish  by  every 
means  in  our  power  a special  Institute  in 
which,  through  the  co-operation  of  those 
Catholics  who  are  most  eminent  for  their 
ienrniiig.  the  advancement  of  science  and 
^very  other  department  of  knowledge  may 
be  promoted  under  the  GUIDANCE  AND 
TEACHING  OF  CATHOLIC  TRUTH. 
Modernism,  by  Sabatier,  pp.  343,  345. 

The  meaning  of  “Catholic  Truth"  is 
ill  own  in  an  earlier  portion  of  the  Pope’s 
jktter.  .He  speaks  of  the  Catholic  church 
“wherein  truthlis  found  without  the  slight- 
est shadow  of  eiror."  Just  what  that  truth 
K is  shown  in  his  statement  that  “the  schol- 
astic method  of  philosophy"  is  insisted  upon, 
Jilso  “the  authority  nnd  tradition  of  the 
fathers,  and  the  Maisterium  (sovereignty)  of 
the  church."  He  further  says;  “We  will 
Bnil  strictly  ordain  that  scholastic  phil- 
osophy he  made  the  basis  of  the  sacred 
beienees  * • • It  is  certain  that  posi- 

tive theology  should  he  held  in  greater  np- 
preciation  than  it  has  been  in  the  past."— 
Modernism,  by  Sabatier,  pp.  325,  327. 

During  1909  the  Papal  Biblical  Commis- 
sion decreed  among  other  things  that  the 
Itoiunn  Catholic  teaching  shall  he  that  the 
phyni'-al  body  of  Adam  was  made  from  dust.

pp.  606.  "s 

Democracy  is  the  exaet  Jafiposite  of  the 
form  of  government  in  the  Homan  Catholic 
jthureh.  In  the  Pope’s  letter  against  mod- 
ernism, he  says:  “They  insist  that  l*>th 
outwardly  and  inwardly  it  (the  church) 
Snust  he  brought  into  harmony  with  the 
^modern  conscience,  which  now  tends  toward 
{democracy ; a share  in  the  ecclesiastical  gov- 
ernment should  therefore  he  given  to  the 
ilower  ranks  of  the  clergy  and  even  to  the 
laity,  and  authority,  which  is  too  much  con- 
centrated. should  be  decentralized."  The 
*Pope  is  opposed  to  these  demands 

On  September  1.  1910.  Pope  Pius  X issued 
,«  letter  in  which  he  reaffirms  his  declara- 
tions against  modernism  and  supplies  addi- 
tional restrictions  and  remedies,  including 
a lengthy  oath  to  he  taken  hy  the  priests 
,and  by  all  others  in  outhority  within  the 
.church.  Thus  modernism,  which  is  pro- 
igressiveness.  is  fought  by  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic church. 

This  is  the  troth  which  the  present  day 
[Catholic  schools  are  commanded  to  teach. 
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To  enforce  this  character  of  teachings  there 
are  Couneils  of  Vigilance 

Such  is  the  educational  policy  of  the  pres- 
ent day  Homan  Catholic  church. 

That  church  is  carrying  on  an  equally  re- 
actionary warfare  against  modernism  in  pol- 
ities— civil  government.  The  head  of  the 
Homan  Catholie  church  in  the  United  States, 
Cardinal  Gibbons,  has  come  out  square {y, 
openly  and  officially  against  the  movement 
for  the  restoration  of  the  People's  Hulej— 
the  progressive  cause.  The  Cardinal's  state 
ment  ami  that  of  Archbishop  Farley,  of  New 
York  City,  one  week  later,  we  have  qiiotml. 

Theae  declarations  are  at  a time  whin 
political  campaigns  are  in  progress  in  eleven 
states  ami  the  control  of  the  next  National 
Party  Conventions  is  in  the  balance. 

It  is  high  time  that  the  anti-Cath«!ic  lend- 
ers shall  plan  to  carry  the  issue  to  their  co- 
workers.  Catholic  activity  for  the  control 
of  the  Government  must  he  offset  by  Anti- 
Catholic  activity,  else  they  will  possess  tlio 
balance  of  power.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  votes 
and  sometimes  even  three  or  five  per  cent 
is  a balance  of  power.

Five  Rules  for  Women  Talkers
